Objections to 
Drainage Scheme . 


Following objections to 
Private Scheme No. 71, the 
scheme has been held over 
pending consideration of the 
objections by the Shire En- 
gineer, Mr. R. C. Simmons. 
The scheme is for the par- 
tial construction of under- 
ground drains and concrete 
paths in Purnell Street, sec- 
tions of Bell Avenue and 
Linnet Street, and Curlew 
Avenue, Seagull Avenue, Emu 
Avenue, Robin Street and a 
section of Dove Avenue. 

Four letters of objection, 
one with six signatures at- 
tached, were received by Al- 
tona Council. 
One objected 
construction and 
“all or nothing.” | 
Second objector, an absen- 
tee owner, objected to the 
cost and the third having a 
very wide frontage to Seagull 
Avenue, asked -for considera- 
tion of his property as-a cor- 
ner block.

The pro- 
gram, however, is  heing 
handled satisfactorily and 
with a little patience and co- 
operation on the part of the 
public this difficulty will be 
overcome.” 

On hearing the report Cr. 
H. W. Lee said he regrets in- 
convenience caused to mothers 
bringing their . children for 
immunisation injections. He 
said he understands plans 
are being formed to stagger 
the sessions and carry out 
the injections at the health 
centres. 

Mr. J. W. Waters (Shire 





Secretary) suggested the in- 
jections should be considered 


as two separate subjects—one 
immunisation which is carried 
out at the rate of five injec- 
tions per minute and vaccina- 
tion which takes: one minute 
to administer each injection. 

Waiting periods for vac- 
cination could be overcome 
by staggering times for 
mothers to attend, but it was. 
difficult for immunisation. 

Mr, Waters sald on May 13 
33 per cent. of the mothers 
arrived at 10.30 a.m. for the 
injections, timed to com- 
mence at 11 am.

Since that date it has grown from a village 
to a respectable city (in fact, though not in 
name). . ; 

in that time Shire services have been 
maintained, roads and footpaths construc- 
ted, amenities developed and sporting and 
recreation areas provided. Much has been 
done and much remains to be done. 

It is in the area of amenities that most 
remarkable progress has been made. The 
list of these existing at the present is one 
which a municipality of much longer life 
than Altona would be proud. 

Altona at this date has four infant 
welfare centres and five pre-school kinder- 
gartens. It has two youth halls with facili- 
ties also for St. John Ambulance Brigades. 
The Elderly Citizens Centre, the Life Savers 
Hall, the Yacht Club owe much to the 
financial aid of the council. The Working 
Men’s Club building in the course of erec- 
tion is on land made available by the coun- 
cil. The buildings are modern, substantially 
built and are well equipped. 

A recent innovation has been the final- 
ising of equipment for a dental clinic to be 
established in the very near future. 

Tenders have been. invited for a library 
building to be erected in Queen Street at a 
cost of £40,000. A librarian has been ap- 
pointed. ‘ 

The provision successive councils have made 
will of course continue in the future. =. 

More kindergartens will be needed to 
cope with increasing population. Facilities 
at the Elderly Citizens Centre are excellent, 
but a relatively few elderly folk who reside 
a distance from the centre such as Altona’ 
North are at a disadvantage. 

Consideration has been given and more 
must be given to the needs of spastic chil- 
dren and also to mentally handicapped chil- 
dren, Altona Council can be assured that 
‘its citizens would be fully behind them in 
these regards. 

In buildings and equipment for the help 
of young and old and those in between the 

. council has a fine record. This has been 
achieved not at the expense of essential 
services. 

There are stil! unsatisfied needs, but 
the progress already made suggests those 
too will be satisfied in the not too distant 
future. 











MOTOR NOTES 


BATTERY HOLD-DOWNS 
SHOULD NOT BE TOO’ - 
TIGHT 


Excessive pressure on the 
hold-down device that secures 
a battery to a car body can 
cause the’ sealing compound 
of the battery to crack or it 
can warp the container. 


The Petroleum Information 
Bureau (Australia) says that 
the clip that grips the con- 
tainer should be tightened 
only enough to fulfil its pur- 
pose. 


If the clip is not tightened 


“sufficiently, however, the bat- 


tery will be subjected to un- 
necessary wear and might be- 
gin to leak or be broken. 


A battery should never be 
used in a leaky condition. 
The container should be re- 
placed immediately. 


PREVENTING UNDERBODY¥ 
ABRASIVE DEPOSITS 


In winter time steering and 
brake linkages, spring shackles 
and other components under- 
neath a car are often covered 
with mud and dirty water 
which can form abrasive de- 
posits unless care is taken. 


The deposits can be preven- 
ted by regular chassis lubri- 
cation, 

Such lubrication is neces- 


sary, of course, at all times 
of the year, but it is more 
essential in winter than in 
other seasons, 


RUBBER TIPPED HAM. 
MER CAN BE USEFUL 


A soft resilient hammer is 
a useful tool for a _ car 
owner, It can be made by 
slipping a rubber crutch tip 
over the head of a hammer 
similar to one used by a car- 
penter or an engineer. 


If the hammer is to be 
used for removing knock-off 
hubs from an expensive sports 
car a copper hammer is to 
be preferred. It will pre- 
vent marring. 


EASY WAY TO PUNCH 
HOLES IN GASKETS 


Holes can be punched more 
quickly and accurately in 
paper or cork gaskets for 
cover plates.in cars if a ball 
bearing bigger than each hole 
is placed over the hole and 
struck with a hammer. 


Bolts that are to be fitted 
into the holes should be 
dropped into place as each 
of the first two or three holes 
are cut. 


This will prevent move- 
ment of the gasket and ensure 


that all- holes are in correct 


register.

It is a day 
of science and technology, 
but it is not difficult to ob- 
serve that Victoria has made 
Httle attempt to teach our 
bulging talent. 

The individual is entitled 
to the development of his 
talent; in a scientific age the 
community must not permit 
natural gifts to be wasted. 

Our teacher-pupil ratios are 
bad, and in many cases our 
schools are old and out of 
date.

We have had too much 
standstill under Mr. Bolte— 
it is time we moved on, and 
voting for the Australian 
Labor Party candidate will 
really make life boom again 
in Victoria.
